Coshocton banks fell into line with 


the march of high 
prices 
Tuesday 


when the rate of interest on loans was 
increased from six to seven and eight 
ppr cent. Bankers advised a represen- 


jtative of the press that there was no 
' concerted action upon their part In 
i advancing the rate but that it had 
' been done in "self defense" and as 
a matter of business. One character- 
ized it as "suicide" to continue to lend 
money at six per cent when the Fed- 
eral Reserve system has Increased 
the rate of discount proportionately. 
With the exception of one all banks 
had increased tne rate to seven and 
sonic cases as high as eight per cent. 
Special cases were cited however in 
which money continues to be loaned 
at the old rate of six per cent. 


The prevailing rate for customer* 


outside the city and who are not 
carrying a balance in the bank was 
seven per cent Tuesday. The rate of 


i interest quoted for loans below f 100 
i was eight per cent.

In explaining that the step was nea- 


ossary bankers pointed out that the 
i rate of discount of the federal reserve 
has been increased within a compara- 
tively short time from three and a 
half to five and six per cent. About 
five years ago the prevailing rate was 
two and half to three percent. Fonr 
per cent was at that time considered 
an exhorbitant rate. 


Bankers declared they were forced 


to make some increase to keep pace 
with the federal reserve system, the 
members ot which are now operat- 
ing under an increased--rate of dis- 
count 


One banker ventured the explana- 


tion that the discounting' rate had 
been increased with the view of pre- 
venting wildcat speculation and fol- 
lowed closely upon an investigation 
of banks in which he claimed many 
were found with reserves below that 
aflowpd by law.
